Wood and wood products 
seem to be the universal substitutes whenever there is a shortage 
of other raw materials. Army barracks, Navy boate, shipping boxes, 
explosives, training planes <- all require wood in one form of 
another in their construction. And these are just a few items out 
of thousands employing the products of our forests. So, our forests 
are playing a mighty important act in the war program, We'll need 
‘to do everything in our power to keep them producing and eliminate 
the careless and wasteful cutting of timber now going on in a great 
many places, If our forest lands, if all of our forests, are 
handled intelligently, America will have plenty of wood for this 
war and, equally important, for after the war when the need for 
forest products, as we all can imagine, will be very, very great. 
At the Pine Cone Ranger Station today we find Ranger Jim Robbins 
and Bess, and assistant Ranger Jerry Quick in the office. Jim hae 
just received an interesting memorandum from his Supervisor. 


Here they are: 
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Here, let me have that memo, Jim. I want to read it again,
